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INTRODUCTION 



An annual report serves not only to inform interested 
persons of a year's highlights and accomplishments, 
but also it serves to force the president's review of 
where we have been as we look to where we are going. 
No institution knows better than the liberal arts college 
the necessary relationship between the two. 
However simple or complicated was the past, and how- 
ever uncertain the future, the college whose interest 
rests in the rich development of human beings recog- 
nizes singularty and wholeness in life. It recognizes the 
tie between burden and joy. It recognizes the relation- 
ship between yesterday and tomorrow. 
The 1972-1973 year was a fine one in many ways. 
Academic achievement was high. The new academic 
calendar was a success. Extra-curricular programs 
engaged the participation of many students and re- 
ceived the applause of many spectators. Some quietly 
innovated programs were highly successful. These new 
and diverse programs included special psychological 
services through the office of the dean of students, 
an interdisciplinary course in English and philosophy, 
the return of intercollegiate baseball, a program in the 
evening school entitled ENRICH in business 
administration. 

No year is devoid of some weaknesses and failures. 
We continued to wrestle with some in 1972-1973, 
and plans to combat others were initiated. May this 
report give both some of the strengths and weak- 
nesses of the year, and may it help us in the years 
to come. 



THE STUDENTS 



One of the most pleasing reports to make regarding 
the 1972-1973 students is the evidence of extraordin- 
arily high academic achievement. Twelve students, an 
unusually large number, received Departmental Honors 
at Commencement in May. Twenty-one students 
entered the freshman-sophomore honors section pro- 
gram. The Dean's List contained 221 students at the 
end of the first semester and 242 at the conclusion of 
the second semester. These numbers take on particular 
significance when it is recognized that the full-time 
students in the College numbered only 1006 at the 
beginning of the first semester and 980 at the start of 
the second semester. 

The 1006 full-time students could be separated in a 
variety of ways. There were 544 men and 462 women. 
Resident students numbered 858 while commuting 
students numbered 148. Students came from six 
different countries, twenty-one different states, and 
forty-five different counties of Pennsylvania. Their 
choices of major fields of study as well as other 
information can be derived from the accompanying 
graphs. 

As was indicated in the introduction to this report, the 
extra-curricular program engaged much of the time 
and energy of the students and proved to be an outlet 
for much talent and creativity which do not always 
appear in the formal classroom. The Allan W. Mund 
College Center continued providing opportunities for 
congenial student life impossible only a few years ago. 
After four years' experience with the student govern- 
ment program initiated in 1969, there continued to be 
failures and confrontations unexpected at the time of 
its formation. Studies of specific concerns and weak- 
nesses were begun and must continue into the years 
ahead. 

The students participated more fully in the religious 
activities and organizations of the campus than at any 
time in many years. Under student leadership activities 
ranged from communion services to coffee hours to 
lectures to flood relief programs. 
In addition to academic advisement and spiritual 
enrichment, the students sought personal counseling 
of great variety. More than 2500 counseling sessions 
occurred in the offices of the Dean of Students. 
Although students sometimes failed to take advantage 
of programs provided for them, the usual situation was 
one of generous use of campus opportunities. 
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THE FACULTY 



The faculty numbered seventy-three full-time and 
eighteen part-time members for the 1972-1973 
academic year. Although the number of part-time 
faculty was larger than ideal, most of them were in 
the music department which required the high 
number with unique assignments. The number of 
faculty was increased over the previous year to match 
the increased enrollment and to keep the student- 
faculty ratio at approximately thirteen to one. 
Dr. Arthur Ford and Captain Charles Cooper were on 
sabbatical leave for the year to England and Spain 
respectively. 

New members of the full-time faculty were Dr. Roger 
Carlson, assistant professor of psychology; Bruce 
Correll, instructor in physical education and coach; 
Dr. James Dively, assistant professor of biology; Dr. 
Michael Hall, assistant professor of mathematics; 
John Heffner, instructor in philosophy; Dennis 
Sweigart, assistant professor of piano; Bartlett Swett, 
assistant professor of education; Dr. William Warner, 
assistant professor of economics and business adminis- 
tration; Virginia Watkins, instructor in piano; and 
Robert Wood, Jr., assistant professor of economics 
and business administration. Dr. Richard Kirby and 
Ema Paviolo substituted for Dr. Ford and Captain 
Cooper, while Dr. David Ben-Ami filled a one year 
appointment in sociology. 

Professor O. Pass Bollinger retired at the conclusion 
of the year after twenty-three years of service in the 
biology department. He graduated from Lebanon 
Valley College in 1928. Dr. Harry Weast retired after 
six years in Lebanon Valley's education department 
and forty-six years in the field of education. Others 
concluding services were Dr. Dively, Mrs. Garman, 
Dr. Hall, Dr. Lyndrup, and Mr. Swett. 
During the year the percentage of regular, full-time 
faculty members holding an earned doctorate was by 
department as follows: biology, 83%; chemistry, 83%; 
economics and business administration, 75%; education, 
40%; English, 57%; foreign language, 75%; history and 
political science, 75%; mathematics, 75%; music, 16%; 
philosophy, 0%; physics, 67%; psychology, 100%; 
religion, 100%; sociology, 100%; art, 0%; physical 
education, 0%. The diverse educational backgrounds 
of the faculty members were revealed in a survey 
which showed that fifty-two different institutions 
had conferred undergraduate degrees upon them, and 
sixty-three different universities had conferred 
graduate degrees upon them. 
Although the faculty was forced to conduct some 
undesirably large classes during the year, close and 
effective relationships with the students were assisted 
by the usual small number of students in most classes. 
Almost sixty-per cent of the classes had twenty or 
fewer students in them. In fact more than thirty 
per cent of the classes had ten or fewer students in 
them. These figures indicate that the faculty gave the 
students the big advantage of our thirteen to one 
student-faculty ratio. 



CURRICULUM & PROGRAM 

One of the most significant departmental curriculum 
developments in 1972-1973 was in the music depart- 
ment where a new three-track system was instituted 
for music education majors. The three tracks now 
permit students to concentrate in instrumental or 
vocal music, or to follow the general approach which 
had previously been the only system available. 
Another major curriculum change was the establish- 
ment of a social science major. The new social science 
major reflects a recognition of the importance of 
interdisciplinary programs, as well as provides an 
alternate path to a social science teaching certificate. 
The increased interest in interdisciplinary work was 
also evidenced by the offering of the new course. 
Philosophy in Literature, sponsored cooperatively by 
the English and philosophy departments. Just as had 
been courses offered cooperatively by the English and 
psychology departments, the new course was immedi- 
ately well received. 

Increased opportunities for evening school students 
were provided by the introduction of the ENRICH 
program in business administration. This program was 
designed primarily for persons in business and industry. 
It enables the individual to take sixty credits of 
related work on a continuous basis, and the work can 
also be used as a substantial part of the baccalaureate 
program if the person wishes to continue. 
In looking at the College curriculum in its entirety, 
many man-hours were used for discussing and giving 
consideration to a proposal entitled "Expectations 
and the Bachelor's Degree." The primary concern was 
to give better description and definition to a degree 
conferred by the College as a result of a major in any 
specific department. 

The Board of Trustees, the students, the alumni, and 
friends joined the faculty and administration in 
discussion of the proposal. Although the task is 
difficult, the interest was high, and additional dis- 
cussions and considerations must continue. 
During the spring visitors from other campuses 
assisted our faculty by sharing their experiences with 
curricular changes in their respective colleges. It was 
easily determined that no two colleges are alike, but 
it was extremely helpful to focus on specific cases 
and to understand more fully the joint obligations 
and responsibilities that must be carefully associated 
with college wide curricular change. 
More discussion about the curriculum and more 
change in the curriculum occurred in 1972-1973 
than in any other recent year. This effort must 
continue, but we always must guard against change 
for the sake of change. In accordance with our 
purpose curricular improvements must be soundly 
developed. 






THE LIBRARY 

In accordance with several evaluations during the past 
few years, budget provisions for the library operation 
(excluding salaries) were increased twenty-eight per 
cent in 1972-1973. This increase allowed for greater 
efforts in building suitable collections and allowed for 
performance of better student services. Plans were 
made to continue these efforts. 

The task of reclassifying our collection from the 
Dewey Decimal System to the Library of Congress 
system continued during the year. This reclassification 
will also continue in the coming years with completion 
possible by 1976. 

Another step in the desired physical changes for the 
library was completed at the end of the year. An air 
conditioning system was installed in the lower floor 
similar to the one provided on the main floor a few 
years ago. Only the upper floor remains without this 
advantage. The lower floor also became the location 
of a separate room for a new computer center to be 
installed in 1973-1974. This center will be self 
contained and will be operated chiefly for the 
academic program during library hours. 

Student use of the library increased appreciably 
during the 1972-1973 year. This increase seemed to 
be in response to improvements and changes in the 
library and in response to the added services available. 



THE ADMINISTRATIVE STAFF 

The separate offices of dean of men and dean of 
women were eliminated at the beginning of the year, 
and Dr. George R. Marquette, formerly dean of men, 
became dean of students with responsibility to 
reorganize the program of student services. Dr. 
Mary Ann Fritz became associate dean of students, 
and Miss Marcia Gehris was appointed assistant to the 
dean of students to help Dean Marquette conduct the 
new organization and program. 

Mr. Eugene Shaffer joined the office of admissions as 
counselor in admissions, and Miss Mimi Meyer joined 
the administrative staff as administrative assistant to 
the vice president and dean of the college. 

During the year Mr. Paul Pickard and Mr. James 
Bowman departed from the public relations depart- 
ment. Mrs. Ann Monteith completed the year as 
acting director of public relations, and she was 
appointed as director to begin the new year. Miss 
Margaret Whorl and Mr. Harold Ulmer were named 
as associates in public relations to work with 
Mrs. Monteith. 

The remaining offices of the administrative staff 
continued without change and provided for stability 
in the administration of the College. Although the 
services rendered both students and faculty were at 
times less than perfect or ideal, both the quantity and 
quality of the service rendered by this very limited 
staff were worthy of praise and congratulations. 



ADMISSIONS 

Under the new leadership of Mr. Gregory G. Stanson, 
the office of admissions continued its successful pro- 
gram for carefully joining young men and young 
women with Lebanon Valley College. To join a 
student with one of many hundreds of institutions 
for which he or she qualifies is a very serious process. 
It was evident throughout the year that patterns of 
student recruitment in the United States were 
changing and changing rapidly. Many institutions 
faced serious decreases in enrollment in 1972-1973. 
Lebanon Valley, however, was fortunate in meeting 
its desired enrollment in 1972-1973 and anticipates 
the same for 1973-1974. 

Meeting the financial needs of new students continued 
to be a serious problem. In preparing for September, 
1973, the uncertainty about government programs 
proved to be harmful. Decisions of students often 
were required before the announcement of financial 
plans for which they were eligible. 

Adequately acquainting prospective students with 
Lebanon Valley College was recognized as a process 
which necessitated more than only the persons 
directly associated with the office of admissions. 
The various departments of the College gave assistance 
to the process. Alumni gave help in many areas. 
Mr. Stanson will be calling upon more and more people 
to assist him in giving applicants a full and accurate 
picture of the College. 



PHYSICAL IMPROVEMENTS 

Silver Hall, the new dormitory for women, served our 
students for the first time. It served well. It not only 
housed more than 120 girls comfortably, but also it 
enabled the final move from the south to the north 
section of campus for all residential housing. 

Although construction began later than anticipated, the 
old music building came down, and the new one began 
to rise. Initial use of the new building is planned for 
September, 1974. 

After the flood of Agnes in June, 1972, the gym floor 
would not stay fastened to its concrete base. Hills 
and valleys remained through the year, but some 
emergency patch jobs did get us to the end of the 
year's activities. With the help of flood relief dollars 
from the federal government the floor was replaced 
during the summer of 1973 and will be used in the 
1973-1974 year. 

With the assistance of a landscape architect we began 
to review the campus landscaping and to make plans 
for long range additions and improvements. The first 
step accomplished was around the College Center and 
Green Hall areas. We shall try to take a similar step 
each year. 

What for many of our alumni was a post office and for 
younger alumni was a book store in recent years be- 
came an art studio. For two years much of the art 
program has been conducted in this building. Improve- 
ments were made gradually, and the building now 
offers the best conditions we have had for the 
increasingly popular art program. 

Under carefully guarded financial restrictions the 
program for physical improvements continued. 
Although this kind of program always moves more 
slowly than one desires, anyone who looked could see 
our progress. 



FINANCIAL STATEMENT 

The income to support the budget, as in the past, 
came from many sources and as a result of much kind- 
ness, hard work, and cooperation. Fees from students 
were naturally the largest single source. For 1972-1973 
the student charges were tuition, $2,000; student fee, 
$50; room, $435; and board, $640. Unfortunately the 
charges for 1973-1974 had to be increased. They are 
tuition, $2,175; student fee, $65; room, $475; and 
board, $700.

ALUMNI ACTIVITIES 

Trips to Europe, pre-game luncheons, a mid-winter 
homecoming, reorganization of regional alumni clubs, 
and a return to regional dinners were just some of the 
new activities of the Lebanon Valley College Alumni 
Association which filled the year with outstanding 
events of all kinds for the enjoyment of the alumni 
and for the support of the College. 

Mr. Thomas Reinhart continued as President of the 
Association, and Dr. Elizabeth Weisburger was re- 
elected to the Board of Trustees as one of the five 
alumni representatives on the Board. Alfred Blessing, 
Walter Levinsky, F. Allen Rutherford, and E. Peter 
Strickler continued service on the Board. 

The Association dared to initiate some new activities 
which were noted above, and traditionally successful 
programs appeared again. An increasing number of 
persons became involved in the life and concern of the 
College. Groups met on campus and in Boston, 
Philadelphia, Hartford, Rochester, Pittsburgh, Chicago, 
Dayton, Los Angeles, San Francisco, and many other 
places. Help and suggestions came from many people 
and areas. It is noteworthy to mention a new and 
very special effort by the president of the Association 
and several Black alumni. This effort was initiated to 
increase communication between the College and 
prospective Black students and to increase the possi- 
bilities of attracting more minority group students. 

Special thanks and commendations go to all alumni 
for the extra concern and the fine financial support 
which were given the College. 



FUND-FOR FULFILLMENT 

The Lebanon Valley College Fund for Fulfillment 
completed its second year with more than $2,700,000 
commited to the program. 

The second year also concluded with a handsome 
challenge from the Kresge Foundation. The Founda- 
tion pledged $250,000 for our music building if we 
raise the other $1,300,000 to pay for the music 
building and to complete our original $4,000,000 
goal. The challenge to be met by April, 1974, was 
accepted enthusiastically by the Board of Trustees. It 
was assumed that every person interested in the 
College will be willing to pledge an extra amount so 
that the Kresge gift will be received. 

At the risk of boring repetition, I include again in this 
annual report a brief review of the Fund for Fulfill- 
ment. The Fund for Fulfillment is in addition to the 
Annual Giving Program which supports the general 
operation of the College. The Fund for Fulfillment 
is designed to pay for the College Center, the new 
music building, and to increase the endowment: all 
within three years. In addition, the Fund for Fulfill- 
ment is designed to plan and build a new science 
building, to provide for a campus entrance, to bridge 
the railroad, and to reduce indebtedness, all as soon 
after the first three years as possible. 

The Fund for Fulfillment began as a huge program for 
us. It continues as a big one, but its initial results 
proved that the end results will meet our purposes and 
fulfill our needs. 



THE PAST AND THE FUTURE 

In the fall of 1972 three buildings were blessed with 
new names. The new dormitory for females was 
named Silver Hall in memory of Dr. Mabel I. Silver 
who graduated from LVC in 1925 and who served her 
God and fellowman as a medical missionary of honor 
and distinction. Miller Chapel was named in honor of 
Dr. Frederic K. Miller and his family. Dr. Miller's past 
and present contributions to the strength and health of 
Lebanon Valley College are recognized by everyone. 
The Allan W. Mund College Center was named in 
honor of Dr. Allan W. Mund whose immeasurable 
leadership and sharing have assisted all phases of 
college life. 



The year closed with five persons concluding active 
service on the Board of Trustees. Dr. Warren Mentzer, 
Mr. Robert Lutz, Dr. Karl Lockwood, Mr. Walter 
Frankowski, and Miss Nancy Hostetter completed 
their terms. We are indeed grateful for their unselfish 
service. Mr. Frankowski and Miss Hostetter were the 
first students ever to serve on the Board. They paved 
the way for our continued representative Board of 
Trustees, one of the pioneers in governance of 
higher education. 

We welcomed Rev. George W. Bashore, Cun/in N. 
Dellinger, Philip C. Herr, II, Dr. Jacob L. Rhodes, 
Kenneth R. Bickel, Judith L. Haines, and Alan H. 
Shorten as new members to the Board. 

Although Dr. Malcolm Meyer remains on our Board 
of Trustees and serves as first vice-president, he 
relinquished the position as president of the Board 
after two tremendously busy years in that office. In 
just two years he saw an almost endless amount of 
activity take place under his leadership. He gave us 
both leadership and encouragement to complete tasks 
which seemed almost rmpossible. Words are inadequate 
to express our appreciation. 

We welcomed to the presidency of the Board Lawton W. 
Shroyer who has served as trustee since 1 952. His 
generous and active assistance was most recently re- 
flected in his service as first vice-president of the Board 
and chairman of the Finance Committee. 

Shortly after the 1972-1973 year Dr. Albert Watson 
passed to his eternal reward at the age of 85 years. He 
served on our Board since 1931. Although he became 
trustee emeritus in 1968, Dr. Watson remained active 
in College life and served as honorary co-chairman of 
the Fund for Fulfillment until his death. 

May I conclude this brief report with some expressions 
of hope for the future. Despite changes in colleges 
across the nation, I am confident that education (when 
it is of the highest quality) provided in the small, 
church-related college will become more visible than 
ever. Education of less than high quality can hardly 
be tolerated in any institution much less in one which 
receives voluntary support from trustees, alumni, 
church members, and many other persons to sustain 
a program and style which are worth voluntary time, 
effort, and financial support. Many in our society will 
recognize excellence when seen and will appreciate 
sacrifices which are made to assure it. Few, if any, 
will knock at the doors of the mediocre institutions 
for which the trustees, church members, and alumni 
are unwilling to give their attention and their support. 

For cooperation, sacrifices, prayers, leadership, and 
support I express thanks to the Trustees, the students 
and the alumni, the faculty and administration, the 
staff and friends, and the Central and Eastern 
Pennsylvania Conferences of the United Methodist 
Church. 



COMMITMENT THROUGH GIVING 

For the second consecutive year Lebanon Valley 
College conducted its regular Annual Giving Program 
concurrently with the Fund for Fulfillment. Receipts 
in Annual Giving increased $32,710 or 19.7% over 
those of the previous fiscal year. Thanks to the hard 
work of many class chairmen, alumni support of 
Annual Giving increased 31%. These increases are 
particularly^ratifying considering that many alumni 
and friends are still making payments on pledges to 
the Fund for Fulfillment. 

During 1972-1973, all of the remaining area cam- 
paigns were conducted for the Fund for Fulfillment. 
Total receipts for the campaign now stand at 
$2,715,392. The highlight of the year was the 
announcement that Lebanon Valley would receive a 
challenge grant in the amount of $250,000 from the 
Kresge Foundation. 

It is with a great deal of pleasure, therefore that the 
Board of Trustees, faculty, administration, and 
students join in expressing sincere appreciation for 
the outstanding support received from the many 
alumni and friends listed on the following pages. 
Their faith in the College, evidenced by their con- 
tinued gifts to the Annual Giving Program, made it 
possible for Lebanon Valley to complete another 
year without a deficit. 

The Development Office has strived to be as accurate 
as possible in its efforts to recognize individuals, 
foundations, and firms for their financial support. 
In the event that any names have been omitted or 
spelled incorrectly, we trust you will understand and 
inform us of our error.
